‘The most formidable air weapon 
yet developed was demonstrated |. 
last month at-the Heathrow aero- 
drome, off the Great West Road. 
by Flight Lieut. C. S. Staniland. It 
is called the Fairey “Battle” me- 
dium bomber and it ‘is powered 
with the new Rolls-Royce Merlin 
twelve-cylinder engine. 

Its performance in speed, range, 

» Toad and powers of manoeuvre is 
80 good that this new bomber may 
sound the death’ knell of the sin- 
gle-seater fighter. ; 

T stood spellbound on the sunlit 
aerodrome while Staniland did

handiest single-seater fighter, 
‘writes the Morning Post corres- 
pordent. Jt was a revelation in 
-control. How any single-seater 
fighter could hope to intercept and 
shoot down a bomber .of. such 
speed and manoeuvrability it is 
difficult to see. 

For the take-off Staniland had 
the wing flaps, which. aid in slow 
. flying, down, and the machine left 
the ground after a fairly short run. 
Then the wheels were drawn up 
into the recesses in the wings, the 

* flaps were merged with the wings, 
.and the machine, cleared for 
action, as it were, swung down 
wind for a run past the sheds. 
Down it came, at ever-increasing 
speed, until the wings were below 
the level of the shed roofs 

‘ Aerobatics | 

Suddenly the machine tipped 
aver to stand vertically on a wing 
tip and spin round in 2 perfect 
turn not more than 50ft. from the 
ground, 

At once it banked over the other 
cway and completed a figure of 
eight. Then, as the throttle lever 
went forward, the engine roared 
more deeply and the aeroplane 
surged up towards ‘the sky. 
Smoothly it rolled over, levelled 
out, rolled over again. and 
again a third time, climbing all 
‘the way, executing the rolls with 
an ease which would have done 
credit to the smallest and lightest 
aerobatic machine. Loops and a 
half roll from the top of a loop 
followed and then a fly past at 
slow speed with the wing flaps 
down, and the machine, in com- 
parison with its previous speed 
‘passage, looking as if it were 
hovering. 

‘Automatic Pilot 

Xo maximum speed figure may 

- be given; but in round, terms it 
may be suid that the machine 
could reach London frum the coast 
in ten: minutes’ flying.

No Great Danger 
From Aircraft 


TESTS BY ADMIRALTY 


Experiments with bombs aimed 

at battleships have ‘convinced the 
Admiralty that a’ modern battle- 
ship is in no great danger from 
aireraft. The new British battle 
ships to be laid down next January 
will be virtually bomb-proof, 
The tests involved the explosion 
ef numerous bombs, both above 
and below water, egainst actual 
warship targets. They showed 
that from even a heavy bomb, 
carrying a big charge of. high- 
explosives, the superstructure. of 
the-ship suffers surprisingly little 
damage. : 

Experiments have also been 
made with the U.S. battleship 
Washington, a postJutland ship 
which had to be discarded under 
the Washington Treaty. 7
